Rayborn Named Police Chief 


For the first time in 
nearly 4 months’ the City of 
Elba has a full-time Police 
Chief. The new Chief is 
Max Rayborn, who had been 
Serving as acting Chief since 
M, W, Johnston was suspended 
in August. 

Rayburn was named Police 
Chief last’ Tuesday night, Nov- 
ember 21, by the Elba City 
Council at the regularly sch- 
eduled meeting, Rayborn had 
been the top choice for the 
position for many weeks, but 
his approval was slowed by 
the fact that he lived at 
Pine Level, a small community 
located in Crenshaw County, 

Councilman Waylon Sharp- 
less was the. only member 
not voting for Rayborn’s ap- 
pointment, butSharpless  in- 
sisted his reluctance did not 
stem from the job Rayborn had 
done as acting Chief. Sharpless 
told the council he could not 
vote in favor of hiring a police 
chief or a new policeman who 
did not live in the City of 
Elba, Councilman Sharpless 
told the gathering that he 
had talked with several people 
regarding the residence of the 
police chief and that they had 
agreed with his feelings, Shar- 
pless made it clear that his 
reluctance abouthiring Rayborn 
did not come from displeasure 
over the way Rayborn is doing 
his job, 

The council voted on hiring 
Rayborn as police chief and he 
received all favorable votes ex- 
cept one, by Sharpless, 

The entire Police Depart-

a pay raise for all employees 
of the department, The raise, 


which amounted to over $60 
per month for each employee,

Dear Mr, Cox: 

In recognition of my great

PECAN FERTILIZATION 

How well do you take care 
of your pecans? Many people 
cannot spray because getting 
someone with a power 
sprayer is both difficult and ex- 


pensive. For) most people 
with just a few trees 
if they could get somebody 


to spray the pecans, it would 
cost more than it would 
be worth. 

However, there are several 
management. tips. that will help 
to “‘incréasé pecan” production 


and quality. One is to keep 
the area under the trees 
clean, Pick up all dead 
limbs, mummied pecans and 
leaves. These all heip to 
intensify disease problems 
on pecans, 


Secondly, be sure to ferti- 
lize properly. The best way 
to fertilize is by soil recom- 
mendations.

Agribusiness dealers alsohave 
supplies, One sample sent in 
will be sufficient for three 
years. This is a very inexpen- 
sive way to bring precision 
into your fertilization program. 
In Coffee County fertilizer 
should be spread under pecan 
trees from the base of the 
tree out as far as the limbs 
reach from January 15 to 
February 1. 


LAWN CARE 

A lot of lawns which have 
made good growth need to be 
managed so as to get rid of the 


old, dead grass which has 
accumulated, You will have 
a lot of clippings in your 
lawn even though you may 
be removing your clippings as 
you mow. 

I usually rent a lawn that- 
cher in January or February 
and go over my lawn, First, 
I adjust the machine and run 
it lengthwise over my lawn. 
Then I rake up the mat- 
erial which the thatcher has 
pulled up and take it off,

and rake this up. You will 
be surprised at the enormous 
amount of dead material you 
will get. 

Don’t overlook the impor- 
tance of soil testing your 
lawn and fertilizing according 
to recommendations, 


HORSE HEALTH 

Dr. Harold Kjar, Extension 
Veterinarian at Auburn, makes 
several recommendations con- 
cerning horse health care, For 
example, on tetanus Dr. Kjar 
recommends a toxoid as an 
annual booster. He re- 
commends an antitoxin i * case 
of a puncture wound, Oi. ew 
colts, he recommends an 
antitoxin at time of birth if 
the mare is not immune. Ot- 
herwise, give the toxoid at 
one month and the booster 
at two months and once a 
year thereafter, 

For influenza, sleeping sick- 
ness and rhinopneumonitis, he 
recommends injections. He

Comment Period Changed For 


1979 Conservation Program 


Proposed procedures and 
practices for the 1979 Agri- 
cultural Conservation Program 
(ACP) will be published in the 
Federal Register about Novem- 
ber 14 after which the public 
will have 30 days in which to 
submit written comments onthe 
proposals, according to Ray 
Fitzgerald, Administrator of the 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service (ASCS), 

This is two weeks later than 
the earlier announced tentative 
date of November 1 for pu- 
blishing the proposals in the 
Federal Register. Because of 
the later publishing date, the 
comment period is changed from 
60 to 30 days in order for the 
new program to be ready for 
operation by January 1, Fitz- 
gerald said, 

The Agriculture, Rural De- 
velopment, and related agen- 
cies appropriations act for Fis- 
cal Year 1979 provides that 
ACP assistance will not be used 
for carrying out measures and 
practices that ure primarily 
production oriented or that have 
little or no conservation or 
pollution abatement benefits.

At Troy State University 


Homecoming week always

“We were originally from 
Mossy Grove near the present 
site of Mrs, Blossom’s (a local 
restaurant) and moved from 
there in 1918,’ 

The Curtis family moved a-
